THE GEDDES PROPOSALS, 


Government Decisions. 


The Chancellor of the Ex. 
chequer fast month explained 
what action the Government 
proposed to take on the reports of 
the Geddes Committee. is 
speech hat more matter in it than 
most Budget speeches, and it was 
quite the best thing that one bas 
heard from Sir Robert Horse 
since he became Chancellor. It 
was Incid, candid, and in its 
Opening passages relieved by 
touches of bumonr. : 

The House vas grateful for the 
statement, snd is now looking 
forward to an admirable speech 
on the Badget a month hence, 
‘ine is the more pleased with the 
success of to-day because latterly | 
Sir Robert bad seemed to lose 
some of his hald aver the Houss, 
and while this House-is admit.

SAVING PAST AND PRESENT,

Whilst lying in a 
dazed condition on the ground 
with the fingers of his adversary 
still clutched about hia thraat, he 
heard a voice which he recogniz=o 
as that of another lukong, coming 
from a dark corner, saying:—"Kill 
him!

Then it was that the aged 
house-coolie Ah Why came on to 
the scene. Ab Why loved peace. 
te told them not to fight, quite 
overlooking the fact that it was 
the Jukong who.was doing all the 
fighting.

WOMEN WORKERS IN 
CHINA. 


Article by A Lady Journalist. 


“Women Workers in China” 
is the title of an instructive article 
in Oxutcart Bevend by Miss Zung 
we Tsung,a Chinese lady, who 
graduat:d from the McTyeire 
Missionary School for Girls in, 
Shanghai. After a successful 
throush colleges for 
women is the U.S.A., she started 
a distinguished career on the 
staff of the Sue Paw at Shanghai. 
Miss Zang we Tsung writes :— 

Not until a very recent date 
was there much to ba said about 
the Women Movement in China, 
despite the fact that women have 
always been co-workers of men in 
their roodes: and quiet ways. 
Restricted by time-bonoured cus- 
toms women have for centuries 
been secluded in their homes, 
assuming a seemingly non- 
aggtessive attitude towards all- 
round, self-expression. That.was 
not without reagon, however. 
Before having any contact with 
the Western civilisation men a3 
well as women found satisfaction 
in what China .could offer— 
literature, art. philosophy, and 
what not. . . 

With the introduction of the 
democratic principles based on 
Christianity the “Chiness mind 
underwent a great change. Peo- 
ple soon realised that. in order to 
keep pace with the progress of 
the world her women must be 
given an opportunity. To attain 
this the first thing was to do 
away with the visible bondage 
that fettered women physically— 
the ridiculous custom of foot- 
binding. At the sare time em- 
phasis was put on the emancipa- 
tion of women's mind by opening 
schools for girls. The pioneer 
work toward female ‘education 
was nobly, done by the » mis- 
sionsries. 

The education of women, Miss 
Tsong admits, is still backward, 
and there are many: illiterate 
among hersisters. Owing to this, 
there is little variety in the 
occupations usually followed. Of 
these domestic eervice and jn 
some caseS factory -work draw 
the most recruits. After agricul- 
ture factory conditions are not 
ideal but Miss Tsung realises that 
the women’s movement in China 
hes made long strides in a short 
time, and believes in its future. 
A distinct forward step wda the 
sending ofa delegate to. the 
Second International Congress of 
Women Workers held in Geneva 
last October, the writer of the 
article, Miss Zvag wa Tsung her-
